lose thousands of dollars in commissions through their inability to 
sell 


the trades affected, and the difficulty we may encounter to get and keep 
artists and skilled lithographers in a town 
like 
Coshocton, 
under 
the 


changed conditions. 


To add immensely to our difficulties at this time in meeting the sit- 


uation is the fact of the general depressed condition of business all over 
the United States.

plaint over the arbitrary action taken by the County Option Committee. 


The fact is, our sales this year are many thousands of

for the future are no brighter, if indeed, they are not more unfavorable. 
We have the exact figures, but feel it is hardly proper to give them gener- 
al publicity- 
They demonstrate most conclusively, however, that we are 


up against a condition and not a theory.
